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FOREWORD 


It  Is  not  the  aim  of  this  publication  to  furnish  complete  genealogies 
of  the  families  presented,  but  rather  to  bridge  the  earlier  records  in 
order  that  descendants  may  trace  their  own  lines  without  great  difficulty. 
Each  year  time,  fire  and  flood  take  their  toll  of  our  heritage  of  old 
Bible  records,  portraits,  court  records,  etc.,  so  It  has  been  thought 
best  to  preserve  these,  left  to  us,  for  future  generations. 

In  each  of  the  family  histories  Included  in  this  series,  the  pio¬ 
neer  father  is  given  the  number  1,  the  eldest  child  is  number  2,  the 
second  child  is  number  5,  etc.,  so  each  individual  member  of  a  family 
has  a  number  given  only  to  one  member  of  that  family.  Thus  It  is  a 
very  simple  matter  for  a  descendant  to  trace  his  line  back  to  the  pio¬ 
neer  by  following  the  numbering.  His  parent's  number  appears  as  the  head 
of  a  family  and  again  as  a  child  on  an  earlier  page,  his  grandparent  will 
head  the  family  in  which  his  parent's  name  appears  as  a  child,  etc.

1.  JOS I AH  COE 


Josiah  Coe  was  bom  at  Stratford,  Conn, 
on  the  4th  of  March  1769.  While  living  in 
the  town  of  Canaan,  Litchfield  County, 

Conn.,  he  purchased  five  hundred  acres  of 
land  in  the  "Territory  of  the  United  States, 
northwest  of  the  River  Ohio"  for  which  he 
paid  one  thousand  dollars.  This  purchase 
was  made  the  12th  of  May  in  the  year  1803. 

Two  years  later  he  removed  with  his 
(third)  wife  and  all  his  children,  except 
the  eldest  daughter,  to  near  Middletown 
(now  Athens).  Ohio. 

He  served  on  the  first  grand  jury  in 
Athens  County  and  was  frequently  thereafter 
called  to  act  in  similar  public  service. 

When  it  was  decided  to  raise  funds  by  popu¬ 
lar  subscription  to  build  a  court  house  in 
the  community,  he  was  an  early  contributor. 

As  a  progressive  and  industrious  farmer 
he  engaged  in  sending  flatboats,  laden  with 
his  farm  produce,  down  the  Hock-Hocking  and 
Ohio  rivers  to  the  Cincinnati  markets  where 
he  sold  the  cargo  and  then  walked  back 
home  a  distance  of  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
five  miles . 

He  had  an  unusually  keen  sense  and 
accuracy  of  sight  and  when  building  a  house 
or  other  structure  never  used  a  measuring 
rod  or  tape,  instead  he  would  walk  along  a 
piece  of  lumber,  size  it  by  sight  and  spit 
on  the  spot  where  he  wanted  to  place  a  peg, 
saying  as  he  did  so:  "Bore  a  hole  there!" 
Walk  on  and  spit  again  -  "Bore  there!" 

It  is  said  that  his  method  was  sur¬ 
prisingly  accurate  and  that  he  was  an  ex¬ 
cellent  marksman! 

Josiah  Coe  was  a  man  of  varied  inter¬ 
ests.  In  addition  to  agriculture  he  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  milling  business  as  owner  of  a 
grist  mill.  He  bought  and  sold  real  estate, 
took  an  active  interest  in  community  af¬ 
fairs  and  was  one  of  the  nine  founders  of 
the  Athens  Presbyterian  church  which  was 
established  in  1809. 

In  the  one  hundred  and  thirty-five 
years  that  have  elapsed  since  Josiah  Coe 
settled  in  southeastern  Ohio  with  his  large 
family,  they  with  their  descendants  have 
been  the  most  desirable  of  citizens.  Few 
families  have  equalled  and  none  surprassed 
the  splendid  record  of  high  moral  integrity, 
industry  and  law-abiding  citizenry  which 
has  characterized  the  Coe  descendants 
through  almost  a  century  and  a  half  of 
residence  in  the  midwest. 


Josiah  Coe  died  Apr.  28,  1846.  His  Will 
was  made  upon  his  death-bed  and  bears  evidence 
of  having  been  made  hurriedly  and  by  one  not 
accustomed  to  writing  legal  documents. 

It  was  admitted  to  probate  May  5,  1846 
and  is  of  record  in  Athens  County  Will  Bk. 

4  p.  287  and  reads  as  follows: 

"The  last  Will  and  Testament  of  Josiah 
Coe  concerning  the  distribution  of  his 
property.  First  It  Is  his  request  that  his 
wife  shall  live  with  Joseph  Robbins  on  the 
farm  during  her  lifetime  (that  the  said 
Robbins  now  lives  on)  and  at  her  decease,  for 
him  to  have  the  farm  without  any  division 
among  the  other  heirs  and  to  have  the  same  as 
his  own.  The  said  Robbins  is  to  support  my 
wife  on  the  farm  in  a  comfortable  manner  while 
she  lives  and  this  farm  Is  for  compensation 
for  so  doing  and  the  balance  of  the  estate 
real  and  personal  Is  to  be  divided  equally 
amont  the  other  heirs  except  Joseph  Robbins. 

I  also  appoint  James  Coe,  Isaac  Coe, 
Joseph  Brit  and  Joseph  Robbins  as  my  ex¬ 
ecutors  .

James  Coe  (1800-1875)  farmer,  came  to 
the  Ohio  Country  with  his  parents  when  only 
five  years  old  and  was  reared  in  true  pioneer 
fashion. 

He  married  June  20,  1822  Catherine 
Hurlburt  who  vas  born  the  23rd  of  Jan.  1808 
near  Salt  Lick  in  York  township  of  Athens 
County.  She  was  a  daughter  of  Reuben  and 
Rachel  Hurlburt,  believed  to  have  been  the 
first  white  settlers  in  what  is  now  York  town¬ 
ship. 

Reuben  and  Rachel  Hurlbut  removed  to 
Porter  County,  Ind.,  where  he  died  about 

1843. 

James  Coe  died  the  27th  of  Feb.  1875  at 
Nelsonville,  Ohio  and  is  burled  in  the  old 
Fort  street  cemetery  on  the  hill.  His  wife 
survived  him  and  went  to  Iowa  (where  some  of

No  record 
of  the  actual  date  of  marriage  Is  to  be  found 
In  the  county  records,  but  the  marriage  is 
known  to  have  occurred  a  few  days  later. 

Nicholas  Bates  (son  of  Nicholas  Bates,  Sr.) 
was  an  early  settler  of  Athens  County  and 
owned  a  farm  where  the  Nelsonvllle  brick  fac¬ 
tories  are  now  located.  He  was  bom  Sept.  3>

I  expected  to  write  to  you  at  least 
once  in  a  week,  but  I  have  been  thrown  out 
of  time  and  lost  one  week  partly  by  un- 
controlable  causes. 

Last  week  I  was  called  by  my  Brother 
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Jackson.  His  house  was  in  ashes  and  the 
most  of  his  effects  so  I  felt  it  my  duty  to 
go  and  see  him  and  help  start  to  build  a 

new  house. - - - Ve  have  had  copious  raines 

this  veek.  It  was  very  dry  but  everything  is 
revived  com  come  about  as  last  year  with 
some  replanting. 

I  see  by  your  letter  to  Artie  that  you 
are  quite  lonely,  no  wonder  a  young  growing 
boy,  your  first  experience  from  home.  But 
your  first  experience  from  home  is  far  dif¬ 
ferent  from  mine.  It  Is  true  that  I  was 
older  than  you  are.  I  was  24  years  old  when 
I  first  left  my  Parental  Roof  and  with 
another  young  man  shouldered  our  knapsacks 
and  footed  It  to  the  Ohio  river  some  28  miles, 
then  took  (a)  steam-boat  down  the  Ohio  - 
and  up  the  Mississippi  river  to  Keokuk, 

Iowa,  then  footed  It  across  the  state  to 
Council  Bluffs  and  up  to  Harrison  County. 

Oh  how  I  used  to  long  to  see  Father  and 
Mother,  Brothers  and  sisters  and  school 
mates  that  I  was  brought  up  with.  But  my  in¬ 
tention  was  when  I  started  from  home  was  to 
go  to  a  new  country  and  as  Horace  Greeley 
aays  Build  or  Grow  up  with  the  country.  With 
that  determination  In  view  I  have  done  the 
best  that  I  could,  I  thank  the  Lord  that  He 
has  Blessed  me  In  so  many  ways  both  spiritual 
and  tempural  and  I  realize  that  the  Earth  is 
the  Lord's  and  the  fullness  thereof  and  that 
I  am  only  His  steward  and  will  have  to  give 
account  of  my  stewardship-- 

from  Father 

Joslah  Coe  was  actively  engaged  in 
farming  for  forty  years  in  Harrison  County, 
Iowa  where  by  his  .industry,  good  judgment 
and  progressive  methods  acquired  a  splendid 
estate  of  thirteen  hundred  acres. 

In  1884  he  founded  and  was  made  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Woodbine, 
Iowa.  He  retired  from  active  farming  about 
1895  but  continued  as  president  of  the  bank 
until  his  death  May  20,  1915- 

He  was  an  active  member  of  the  Woodbine 
church  of  Christ,  having  donated  one  third 
of  the  cost  of  a  new  edifice  in  1905.

A  letter  from  Kate  Coe  Wilson  to  her 
sister  relates  many  graphic  stories  of  their 
early  life,  some  of  which  are  herewith  given: 

nDo  you  remember  Jeannie-- - the 

long  trek  of  Indians,  braves,  squaws  and 
pappoose  and  their  pretty  spotted  ponies  and 
dogs,  and  their  long  wagons  carrying  their 
tepee  and  poles  or  wigwams? 

They  usually  passed  the  farm  In  the  fall 
going  to  some  Indian  reservation.  They 
seemed  harmless  but  I  remember  mother  was 
always  quite  nervous  about  them.  One  time 
'when  we  were  all  in  the  kitchen,  one  brave  and 
squaw  came  In  and  reached  out  his  hand  to  us 
for  some  "white  man's  money."  Father  was  there 
so  mother  was  brave  and  spoke  up  and  said: 

"No!  no  white  man's  money,  give  white  man's 
sugar  -  white  man's  flour." 

So  they  took  that  and  went  off  with  a 
grunt.  I  remember  so  well,  the  old  brave 
went  around  and  shook  hands  with  all  of  us 
and  how  small  and  soft  his  hand  felt!  You 
know  they  never  did  any  hard  work. 

And  do  you  remember  the  heavy  snows 
that  came  In  the  fall  and  filled  the  lanes 
even  with  the  fence  tops  -  -  how  Father 
would  hitch  up  the  old  bob-sled  and  we  would 
sit  on  the  bottom  on  hay  and  he  would  cover 
us  with  the  buffalo  robes  -  a  large -one  and 
a  small  one.  I  do  not  know  where  he  got 
them  but  I  presume  In  Omaha  on  trade.  Then 
he  would  take  us  across  fields  to  the  Crane 
school,  right  over  the  fence  tops,  packed 
so  solid  It  never  broke  through. 

Our  noon-day  lunches  would  be  frozen 

hard. 
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And  then  the "March  thaws "  -  how  Father 
dreaded  them!  They  came  after  an  unusually 
hot  spell  of  a  day  or  two  and  melted  the  snow 
so  It  went  off  In  a  mad  rush  taking  fences 
with  It  and  letting  out  the  cattle  and  hogs  — 
I  remember  Mother  telling  how  Father  would 
butcher  hogs  and  perhaps  a  beef  In  the  fall 
and  later  take  hls  oxen  team  and  load  up  the 
bob-sled  and  drive  overland  to  Omaha  ( 40 
miles)  to  sell  hls  meat  and  stock  up  with 
staple  groceries  -  green  coffee  that  had  to 
be  roasted,  then  ground,  brown  sugar,  ginger 
snaps,  tea,  cheese,  etc. 

There  was  no  real  wagon  road  but  he 
managed  to  drive  some  way  straight  with  the 
sun. 

On  returning  one  time,  there  had  been  a 
heavy  snow  and  he  was  lost,  then  he  discovered 
some  one  had  been  ahead  (of  him)  by  the 
liberal  splashes  of  tobacco  juice  along  the 
route  and  so  he  finally  made  it  home.  Much 
to  Mother's  relief  for  she  had  become  very  * 
anxious . 

Do  you  remember  Father's  long  cold 
trips  to  the  timber  In  Bigler's  Grove  to  get 
wood  for  winter  use?  The  inmense  piles  so 
neatly  cut.  In  the  woodshed  and  great  plies 
outside.  I  have  seen  him  start  out  in  a 
bitter  cold  morning  with  just  the  frame  of 
the  old  wagon,  (no  wagon  box)  and  he  would  be 
seated  on  a  folded  blanket,  hls  lunch, 
which  was  always  frozen.  In  a  dinner  pall. 

He  would  drive  to  the  timber  and  cut  and  saw 
wood  all  day,  returning  In  the  evening  with 
a  wagon  load  of  long  heavy  logs  he  had  cut. 

He  usually  was  walking  and  swinging  Ills  arms 
to  warm  up  hls  hands.  -  I  was  such  a  little 
girl  then  but  1  believe  I  fully  sensed  hls 
efforts  to  provide  for  and  make  us  comforta¬ 
ble. 

On  cold  winter  nights.  If  he  heard  a  pig 
squealing  or  a  cow  bawling  he  would  get  up 
and  go  out  to  make  them  comfortable. 

What  great  loads  of  wheat  he  took  to  the 
mill  and  return  with  sacks  and  sacks  of  flour 
which  were  emptied  In  the  huge  flour  bln  in 
the  pantry!  Then  there  had  to  be  the  annual 
barrel  of  sorghum  -  not  a  little  bucket  like 
we  get  now! 

At  the  time  of  my  wedding.  It  was  the 
last  of  June  -  and  hot!  Father  was  making 
hls  last  trip  to  town  before  the  wedding  and 
mother  told  him  to  get  a  few  oranges  and 
lemons  to  make  a  cold  drink.  When  he  came 
home  he  had  a  whole  crate  of  lemons  and  a 
crate  of  oranges!  TOi.e  children  of  John  W.  and 
Kate  "Coe  Wilson  were:
